EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — If 
you'll listen closely, you'll 
hear Mayor William Sloth- 
ower testing his constituency 
on the matter of a city sales 
tax. 


And the mayor, who admonished 


a young" commissioner recently 
that "it sometimes doesn't pay to 
be a leader," will undoubtedly ap- 
prove of a scales tax if he hears a 
jproundawell ot sentiment for its 
imposition. 


Hi* fact that no "urgency" 


exists for the enactment of a 
sale* tax measure, the mayor 
and all his council would be de- 
ceitful if they state flatly that 
Dixon couldn't use the money for 
city improvements. 
» * * 


Dixon's situation is similar to 


rreeport's where the city finance 
eommitte* has recommended a 
•ale* tax ordinance. The finance 
committee chairman in Freeport 
told the council that, although the 
city ia solvent (so is Dixon), the 
city is behind in "capital improve- 
ments." 


Said the finance 
chairman, 


"Freeport has been operating 
without major improvements for 
too many years. The city's share 
of the local tax dollar is a com- 
paratively small one. While we 
have operated on a cash basis 
without getting into a real fi- 
nancial pickle, we have been 
lofting ground, getting behind oth- 
er cities of our size in such facil- 
ities as off street parking and 
modern street lighting. Our plan 
to to put the city into better 
'condition at this time." 


That, substantially, sums up the 


position here. While the city ad- 
ministration has performed ad- 
mirably with a drum-tight budget, 
there is no question but what the 
money strain has worked a hard- 
ship in various areas. Those proj- 
ects already mentioned here have 
been additional storm sewers, bet- 
ter street lighting, repair of curbs 
and 
gutters, 
more 
off-street 


parking. 
* * * * 


One of the more interesting side- 


lights in these city sales tax dis- 
cussions, is the observation by a 
goodly number of elected author- 
ities that the "city might as well 
collect it (the sales tax) because 
the people pay it anyway." 


Commissioner Paul Potts was 


jnoved to restate that semi-fact 
last night. He said tbat 90 per 
cent of the merchants dealing in 
small-item 
merchandise, 
are 


collecting the three-cent tax. 
That is, of course, because of the 
"breakage"—the 
difficulty 
of 


splitting a half-cent. Potts, a 
businessman 
himself, 
should 


know what he is talking about 
and it is refreshing that he 
should interject that comment as 
a factor in any sales tax de- 
cision. 
Of course, that bare fact is a 


poor excuse for imposing a tax, 
but it is something that should be 
considered. , In other words, the 
taxpaying public won't notice too 
much difference in the two and 
one-half cent levy and the full 
three cents. And, we .suppose, the 
more "painless" it is, the more 
palatable will the idea of the sales 
tax. 


Whatever the sales tax outcome 


is here, you can t>et 3'our life that 
the mayor and the council has 
a million uses for a $100,000 a 
year. 


And that rustling you hear in 


the-background is only the coun- 
cil collecting "sentiment'1 to as- 
certain the proper time to climb 
out on the limb.

Swissville Gets 


/ 
One-Year Pact

Sewer Issue Settled; 
Annexation Vote Next 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The members of the Dixon city council and 


the trustees of the Swissville sanitary sewer district sweltered 
through the 90-degree Jieat and high humidity for more than an 
hour following Tuesday night'* council session to resume negotia- 
tions for .a- new contract. The old two-year contract,, which expired 
July 25, obligated the Swissville district to pay $3,500 a year to the 
city of Di.von for the privilege of connecting their sewer system 
with the Dixon system and using the Dixon disposal plant. The 
first meeting, held July 18, ended in turmoil when Commissioner C. 
Lyle Ball&rd asked for a hike in the contract price and Mayor Wil- 
liam Slothower and several commissioners suggested annexation 
as a solution to Swissville'* problem. 


Mayor William Slothower Tuesday night ended a hour- 


long "bargaining session" by informing his colleagues and 
the trustees of the Swissville sanitary sewer district that he 
would instruct City Atty. Edward Jones to draw up a one- 


year contract for $3,200. 
Mayor Slothower added that he 


would present this contract, which 
is $300 lower than the previous two- 
year contract, for the approval of 
the coimcilmen next Tuesday night. 


"Meanwhile," the mayor said, 


"we (city of Dixon) hope to call 
an election in Loveland Addition, 
commonly called Swissville, to get 
an expression of sentiment from 
the people in that area toward an- 
nexation into the city of Dixon." 


He added, "If the people vote 


down the proposed annexation then 
we will know where we stand and 
can deal with these people ac- 
cordingly." 


Can Petition Election 


Mayor Slothower explained last 


week that the city council is em- 
powered to petition the 
county 


judge of Lee county to call a spe- 
cial election to decide an annexa- 
tion issue. The election would be 
held at the expense of the city. 


The mayor and the councilmen 


present yielded to a plea for a 
lower contract by A. H. Hanneken, 
attorney for the Swisstille district. 
He said the district is unable to 
raise the S3,500 annually through 
special sewage tax assessments. 


The move was described by some 


of the councilmen as a "friendly 
or good will gesture" toward the 
people living in Swissville. 


One of the trustees, Joe Villiger, 


said that many of the people he 
had talked to during the past week 
would be for the proposed annex- 
ation if it includes the whole area, 
not just the district. 


He added that the main objection 


is that the proposed annexation 
will mean a raise in taxes. 


Already Pay More 


annexation would include the whole 
area, not just certain parts, and 
that the people living in the dis- 
trict are already paying eigbt 
cents more per SlOO assessed val- 
uation for rural fire protection and 
sewage than the citizens of Dixon 
are paying in their entire corpor- 
ate tax. 


Trustee LeRoy Gaul, who stated 


that he was against the proposed 
annexation, said to put it up to 
the vote of the people. 


Paul Potts, commissioner of pub- 


lic healthy and safety, said he was 
in favor of the annexation proposal 
and called for a "friendly attitude" 
by both sides. 


Commissioner L. J. Welch said 


he thinks that the annexation pro- 
posal should come from the people 
living in Swissville in the form, of 
a petition. 


He added, "The Jefferson school 


is a pretty good monument of the 
city of Dixon's friendly attitude 
toward Swissville." 


Hanneken asked for a contract

aerial inspection. 


The Eisenhower proposal was 


made at the Geneva summit meet- 
ing, contingent on agreement by 
Russia to allow the same inspec- 
tion and provide the same full in- 
formation this country would give. 


At a new» conference at which 


Eisenhower again stressed gains 
at Geneva but minimized the hope 
of any new era of peace right now, 
he also touched on these subjects:

So now the "captains and the kings' depart. The sum 


mit meetings have produced neither rancor, nor jubilation. 
Nor any concrete result to mend the riven world. 


The Russians fly back to their problems in Moscow, 


which haven neither grown nor lessened during the week 
of Geneva 


President Eisenhower, Prime Minister Eden and Pre 


mier Faure return to their own capitals to resume business 
where they left off. 


Despite their smiling faces, the "new look" Russianss 


have not proven themselves substantially more yielding than 
their gloomy predecessors. 


Despite their sincere wish to cooperate, the Western 


leaders have not made any naive commitments such as were 
made at Yalta and Potsdam. 


The Russians have not knocked Germany out of the 


Western lineup. We have not persuaded the Russians that 
Germany should be reunited and in NATO. 


The Russians have not persuaded us to throw away our 


H-bomb lead in the weapons ,race. We have not persuaded 
them to disband their vast land armies and free the satellites 
* 
* 
• 
* 


Highlight of the talks was President 
Eisenhower's 


"bolt from the blue" offer for a complete exchange between 
Russia and the U. S. of military blueprints and free mutual 
air inspection. 


Coming almost extemporaneously and at the eleventh 


hour of the conference the offer electrified Geneva and pro- 
duced reactions of varying intensity around the world. 


As the dust began to settle, however, it was noted that 


there were several "bugs" in the proposal. 
• 
* 
* 
* 


For instance: 
The Russians already possess blueprints of most of our 


military establishments; we have virtually no intelligence 
on theirs. Hence the Russians would not snap up a one-way 
proposition. 


Mr. Eisenhower undoubtedly has authority as President 


to make an offer to permit free air inspection of U. S. mili- 
tary installations—but could he make it stick ? The law for- 
bids unauthorized flying over such establishments as the big 
atomic energy plants at Oak Ridge, Tenn., Hanford, Wash., 
'and Los Alamos. 


It now appears that congressional leaders were not even 


sounded out about this plan before the President left for 
Geneva. 


In a dispatch from Geneva, a diplomatic reporter, Leon 


Dennen, notes that the Russians cannot go along with Mr. 
Eisenhower because they are afraid to reveal the extent of 
their lag behind the U. S. in nuclear developments. 


The President is too sincere to have tossed out his plan 


merely for propaganda but the effect upon world opinions 
could not have been better if he had been advised by Phineas 
T, Barnum, Steve Hannagan and Batton, Barton, Durstme 
and Osborne. 


Dampening the Din 


With little if any fanfare, the countrys plane manufac- 


turers, airlines and civil aviation authorities have in the 
past year or two made notable progress in reducing plane 
noises around airports and factories. 


There was a time not too long ago when residents of 


many American cities were raising a great and continuing 
howl over what they viewed as the supreme annoyance of 
roaring aircraft. This was especially true of people close 
to airports. 


Some of the complaints were pretty unreasonable, since 


they came from persons who had moved into housing devel- 
opments built long after nearby airports were established. 


But people in aviation didn't worry about the character 


of the complaints. They just decided to try to eliminate the 
cause. And they seem to have succeeded to a considerable 
degree. Gripes on the West Coast have dropped 10 per cent, 
and last year in the New York area—site of three major 
airports—they fell 30 per cent. 


The devices have been many: new traffic patterns to 


reduce flights over congested areas, new approach and take- 
off procedures, reduced warm-up times for planees on run- 
ways, restricted test flying and training, and so on. 


All concerned deserve congratulations for a sensible, 


effective response to a real problem.

Mr*. O. asks whether there is a 


cure for eczema. She says it is on 
h*r hands only, but tt is both pain- 
ful and aggravating. 


Perhaps the question of "cure" 


can be discussed best by ex- 
plaining this common term. "Ec- 
zema" has been used to describe 
all kinds of skin trouble for in- 
numerable years. Yet, I believe 
that now it should apply only to 
that skin condition which is the 
result of contact between the skin 
and some irritating suostanee. 


THIS IS most frequently known 


as dermatitis venenata. True ec- 
zema, therefore, is not the result 
of infection or disease elsewhere 
in the body It is a kind of allergy 
or sensitivity of the skin to some- 
thing1 which comes in direct con- 
tact with it.

Here Are Provisions Of 
Military Reserves Law 
Future GIs Will Have to 
Go Into Ready Reserves

WASHINGTON UK — This is an 


ABC on the military reserve bill 
just passed by Congress to build 
up a pool of trained men. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is expected to 
sign it into law shortly. It will go 
into effect at that moment. 


First look at the reserve pro- 


gram as it stands under a law 
passed in 1951. 


Under that law everyone dis- 


charged from the armed forces, 
unless he served eight years, must 
then go into the reserves so that

his total active and reserve serv- 
ice is eight years. 


There are three kinds of re- 


serves : 


1. Ready reservists who train. 


They drill one night m. week, from 
12 to 48 weeks m year, and spend 
17 days a year in camp. They get 
paid, according to rank, for the 
days and nights they drill. 


2. Ready reservists who don't do 


any training. They get no pay. 


3. Standby reserves. They, like 


the second group of ready reserv- 
ists, do no drilling. 


Both groups t>f ready reservists, 


in case of war, would be called 
into active service ahead of the 
standby reserves. Who, under pres- 
ent law, goes into the ready re- 
serves and into the standby re- 
serves. 


1. Anyone with less than five 


years in the armed force must, 
upon his discharge, 
go into the 


ready reserves. But whether or not 
he takes reserve training is volun- 
tary. If he doesn't take the reserve 
training, he must stay in the ready 
reserves until his eight-year obh- 


gallon Is up. 


2. Anyone who has 
had 


years in the armed forces, or a 
total of five in the armed forces

reserves. 


For those who enlist or are 


drafted nfter th< rtew bill becomes 
a law, the total obligation will be 
six years Instead of eight. 


They will have to put in combin- 


ed service of five years in the arm- 
ed forces and the trained ready re- 
serves, and one year in the stand- 
by reserves. 


They won't have a choice — as 


exists now — of choosing to go in- 
to the nontraimng ready reserves 
when they get out of the armed 
forces. They'll have to go into 
ready reserve training. 


Examples: Jones gets' out of the 


"Army after two years' service. He 
must go into the trained reserves 
for three years. Then for another 
year he is in the standby reserves. 


Congress mad« a special provi- 


sion for men already in the armed 
forces. When they get out, since 
they're covered by the old law, 
th«y can choose to go into the non- 
training ready reserves. 


Or a man who nas fined out his 


enlistment or draft term, if he 
volunteers to go into the trained 
ready reserve, will have to serve 
only one year in that group. Then 
he'd serve out the rest of his 
eight-year obligation as a standby. 


This Is what the new law will 


also do — but again only for a 
limited number — for predraft 
youths under IR'V 


They can become exempt from 


the draft by volunteering for spe- 
cial training of three to six months, 
followed by T1* years in the 
trained ready reserves.
